127, whooping cough 85, smallpox 3, and 1,139 from tuberculosis. 

The Monthly Bulletin says: 


The May mortality has decreased from April to a death rate of 16.1 from 16.8, with 
a daily average saving of 18 deaths. The saving has been in all diseases of the res- 
piratory organs, including consumption, in deaths reported from old age and enfee- 
bled conditions. Pneumonia caused 1,084 deaths, a daily average of 35 deaths against 
40 in the first three months of the year. Consumption is a little below the average 
for the month. Bright’s disease caused 509 deaths, and the mortality from diseases 
of the urinary organs is rather excessive. Grippe probably caused 1,000 deaths, or 
200 less than in April. Smallpox caused 3 deaths, all occurring in Rochester, but 
no new cases have been reported from there since May 25. Recently reported cases 
have been from towns in Delaware and Chautauqua counties; from St. Regis Falls 
and Malone, Franklin County; 1 in Freeport, Long Island; 1 at Cohoes and at 
Mechanicsville; at Friendship, Allegany County, 1, who escaped from quarantine in 
Pennsylvania; at Windsor, Broome County, 1; and at Elmira and Dansville cases 
originating from a recently detected outbreak in towns in Livingsten County which 
has secured considerable headway.

The following is received from the consulate at Rio de Janeiro: In 
May health conditions in Rio de Janeiro were normal. Compared 
with the previous month the total of deaths fell from 1,222 to 1,203. 
The same is true with regard to yellow fever, the mortality from which 
showed a considerable reduction, so that it may be considered that the 
last epidemic paroxysm, which began last November, is now almost 
extinct. As to the other ¢ ontagious diseases, the changes in the sani- 
tary situation were less satisfactor y. as will be seen from the following 
comparison: Yellow fever, 24 in May as against 99 in April; bubonie 
plague, 5 as against 3 smallpox, 14 as against 6; measles, 3 as against 
2; whooping cough, as against 2; diphtheria, 2 as against 5; grippe, 
44 as against 15; pbtes fever, 7 as against 12; dy sente rv, tand 4; 
beriberi, 13 as against 12; leprosy, 1 as against 2; malarial fevers, 53 
as against 57; tubere ‘ulosis, 212 as against 203.

district of Samaluti (Province Minieh) 2 cases (2 deaths), and in Beni 
Mazar 2 cases. 

British India.—During the week ended May 23 there were regis- 
tered in the Bombay Presidency 1,155 cases of plague (and 930 deaths), 
of which 307 cases (280 de: aths) occurred in the city of Bombay, 136 
cases (124 deaths) in the town and port of Karac hi, and 164 cases (95 
deaths) in the port of Veraval.

The death rate of Berlin for the week ended June 13 was lower than 
it has been since the beginning of August, last year, amounting, cal- 
culated on the year, to 12.8 per thousand of the population (against F 
16.6 in the foregoing week), and being considerably lower than for the ; 
corresponding week of last year, in which it amounted to 14.5. Of , 


the German large towns only the following showed more favorable 
figures than Berlin, namely: Dortmund, Charlottenburg (with 10.2), 
and Schéneberg (with 9.7 per thousand). The death rate of the follow- 
ing towns was considerably higher than that of Berlin, viz, Dresden, 
Leipzig, Hanover, Hamburg, Frankfort-on-the-Main, Munich, Braun- 
schweig, Carlsruhe, Stuttgart, Nuremberg, Cologne, Breslau, Danzig, 
as well as Paris and Vienna, while the death rate of London was a little 
lower than that of Berlin. The decrease in the number of deaths was 
distributed fairly equally among children in the first year of life and 
the higher age classes. The infant mortality rate fell from 5.0 to 3.1 
per thousand per year since the first week of June, being less than one- 
third of that of Stettin, Danzig, and Kiel and about half that of Munich. 
There was a slight decrease with acute intestinal diseases, which caused 
52 deaths. Acute diseases of the respiratory organs claimed 33 vic- 
tims. Furthermore, there were registered 89 deaths from phthisis pul- 
monalis, 20 deaths from cancer, 10 deaths from scarlet fever, 5 deaths

Assistant Surgeon Moore reports, June 19, as follows: During the 
week ended June 13, 1903, 3 vessels, having a total personnel of 333 
crew and 642 passengers, were inspected; 179 steerage passengers were 
bathed, and 310 pieces of baggage were disinfected. 

The official report of contagious diseases in Yokohama for the above 
period includes 1 case of plague and 1 death from the same disease. 

Reliable information, not official, indicates that since June 13 there 
have occurred 3 new cases of plague in Yokohama, 2 of which termi- 
nated fatally. The latter 2 cases were of persons residing in a section 
of the city quite remote from the other infected districts. 











~~ 
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The Japanese steamship Avga Marv arrived at this port on June 15 
from Seattle with a suspicious case of illness on board, in the person 
of a Japanese boy, a member of the crew. A diagnosis of real plague 
has since been made by the authorities, the vessel has been remanded 
to Nagahama quarantine station, and it is understood that the person- 
nel will be detained ten days after disinfection. 

The Deutsche Japan-Post (Yokohama newspaper) states, in its issue 
of June 13, that there were 44 plague cases, with 349 deaths, in For- 
mosa during the first four months of the present year, as against 846 
vases and 622 deaths in corresponding period of 1902, and 1,205 cases 
and 864 deaths in same months of 1901. A plague death occurred in 
Nagasaki May 27.

During the week there were 28 new cases of vellow fever, making, 
with 40 from the previous week, a total of 68 cases. 
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There were from all causes 48 deaths, of which 31 were from yellow 
fever, 3 from whooping cough, 1 from pernicious fever, 3 from tuber- 
culosis, and 10 from noncontagious causes. 

The situation is apparently unchanged. The authorities are taking 
measures to suppress the advance of the infection by isolating all cases 
and excluding mosquitoes by means of wire screens. All cisterns have 
been ordered neal and crude oil is freely used on water remaining in 
streets. The surrounding country is at present free from the infection. 


Report from Vera Cruz—Mortality statistics— Yellow fever in Vera 
Cruz and Orizaba. 


Assistant Surgeon Goldberger reports, July 6, as follows: 

During the week ended July 4, 1903, there was recorded in this 
city a total of 56 deaths (91 per 1,000), of which 10 were due to yellow 
fever, 12 to tuberculosis, 4 to pernicious fever, and 1 to remittent 
fever. 

There were officially reported during the thirty days of June 110 
cases of yellow fever, with 36 deaths. For the corresponding month 
of last year there were reported 112 cases and 39 deaths. 

I learn that during the last three weeks there were some 12 cases 
of yellow fever in Orizaba, of which only one is believed to have 
originated there, the others being importations from this city. 

Orizaba is about 130 kilometers west of Vera Cruz and about 1,200 
meters above sea level. At the last census (1900) it was credited with 
a population of 32,866. It is in daily railroad communication with 
Vera Cruz and is a favorite stopping place for tourists. Because of 
its elevation it has a very agreeable climate and has until recently 
been considered as noninfectible territory. It has been visited, how- 
ever, by at least two epidemics, the first in 1900 and the second in 
1902, for which it is quite likely railroad traffic must be held responsible.
